rifty nine cases of Measles were notified compared with 
thirty five in 1969. There were also forty nine cases of 
Infective Hepatitis. This disease has certainly occurred in 
the District in the past, but it is only since it was made 
notifiable in 1968 that accurate figures of its prevalence 
have been available. ‘ive cases of Jhooping Cough were 
notified, and two of Pulmonary ‘Tuberculosis. 


The death rate was 10.0 per 1000, the same as in the 
previous year, the figure for ‘ngland and Wales being 11.7. 
The largest single cause of death was Neart Disease, followed 
by Cancer in various forms and vascular lesions of the 
nervous system, in that order. 


The birth rate was 15.2 compared with 16.0 for Sngland 
and Wales. The population has, accordingly to the Registrar 
General's estimate, increased by cighty during the year. 


The Report of the Surveyor and Public Health Inspector 
is printed along with mine, and I should like to thank him 
and all members of the Public Health Staff for their 
helpful co-operation during the year.

Je have again experienced considerable 
difficulty with the main outfall sewer in Station Road and Trent Lene 
and frequent block»ges have occurred. Jf hope that steps will be taken 
in the nersr future, to remedy this situation by reinforcing or 
replacing the outfall sewer. 


The Kegworth sewage disposal works is now operating at full 


capacity and consideration must be given to the enlargement ond 
improvement of the existing works.

A regular collection service has been maintained in spite of the 
ever-increasing number of properties in the district. There has been 
no increase in the number of men employed on refuse collection but 
delivery of a new, larger capacity vehicle, helped to reduce non- 
productive mileage. It is intended tht the existing vehicles will 
eventually be replaced by the larger cayacity lorries. 


The refuse incinerator continues to prove its worth in view 
of the lack of available tipping space. During the year twenty 
motor vehicles were disposed of to metal merchants. Some of these 
were deposited on the Council's tip by the owners and others were 
removed by the Council after being found abandoned in various parts 
of the district. 


The problem of itinerants continues to occupy the department 
and a considerable time has been spent in clearing rubbish from 
rosd-side sites after they have been occupied by itinerants. 


PREVNTION OF DAMAGE BY PESTS ACT, 1949. 
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Systematic surveys of the district continue to be carried out 
and treatment of infestations dealt with in accordance with techniques 
advocated by the Ministry of sgriculture, Fisheries and Food, including 
the treatment of sewers at regular intervals. The Council's Rodent 
Operative again took part in a farm demonstration organised by the 
Ministry of Agriculture.
